"Daniel  Rutan  was  located  at  Esopus 
on  the  Hudson    River  prior  to  ifl     1700.     The  place  of  his  navitity  does  not  apear,  but  he 
was  no  doubt  a  Hollander.     His  sons,  Abraham,  Daniel,  Jr.  and  Peter,  came  to  New  Jersey  and 
located  at  Acouackanonk  (Passaic)  as  early  as  1702.     In   1703  Abraham  married,  at  Hackensack, 
Mary  Rutan,  probably  a  nxx  near  relative  of  his.   In   1710  Daniel  married  Ann  Hanse  Spier,  of 
Bergen,  whose  parents  were  then  living  at  Passaic.     Tn  November,   1713,  Daniel's  brother  Peter 
located  at  New  Barbadoes  (west  of  Hackensack)  where  he  married  Gertrude  Vanderhoff.  The 
Vanderhoffs  and    Rutans  came   to  Bergen    County  from  Albany  about  the  same  time.  Probably 
they  were  related.     The  Rutans  settled  west  of  the  Saddle  River  in  the  Hohokus  and  Paramus 
sections  of  Bergen  County,  where  many  of  them  still  reside."

John  Brodberry  (Bradbury,  etc.)   lived  in  Acq^uackanonk ,  and  willed  his  land  to  his  four 
children  in  1739.     In  1740  John  Ludlow  a  son-in-law  was  appointed  executor,  and  "df  my 
trusty  ftiend,  Samuel  Rattan','  refused  to  serve.     In   1717,  when  Abraham  Rutan,  elected  John 
B.  as  his  guardian,  he  was  at  least   I4yrs  old,  but  under  21.

There  were  early  Rutans  in  Morris    County,  ACQUACKanonk  area,     New  Barbadoes,  and  also  those 
in  the  Ram^apo  Valley.     A  qucik  study  makes  it  seem  likely  that  they  were  not  all  related, and 
most  likely  were  not  all  descendnatns  of  Abraham  and  Mary,  of  the   1713  wills  in  New  Barbadoes 
That  is  of  course  subject  to  further  study,  especially  the  families  of  Daniel,  born  2684, 
Paulus,  b.   1686,  and  Peter,  b.  1691.

Church  Records,  which  covered  all  of  the  area  between  Jersey  City  and 
Tappan  at  the  time,  with  separate  church  orgainized  at  Acquackanonk  in  the  early  1700s,  but 
with  same  minister  as  Hackensack  -  therefore  many  of  the  Hack,  ent/ries  really  apply  to  Acq. 
Later  came  churches  at  Schraalenburgh ,  then  later  still  at  Second  River,  Pomppton  Plains, 
Kaaorasxxaadx    Paramus,  and  the  Ponds,  now  Oakland,   Bergen  Co.   (The  Ponds  records  were  burned 
and  they  may  have  held  valuable  clues  re  the  Rutans  of  xhxfcx  the  Ramapo  Valley.)
